The Humble Teacher 
The teacher worthy the name must 
more than his duty. The fulfillment 
duty gives satisfaction oneself 
those who expect done. The highest 
aim for soldier his duty; for 
teacher the lowest. Christlike teaching

begins where duty ends. “When you have 
done everything that was commanded you, 
say, ‘We are unprofitable servants; 
have done what was our duty do.’” 
Genuine teaching means acknowledge 
partnership with child basis co- 
operation, and acknowledge such co- 
operation the teacher should conform him- 
self the growing needs the pupil.

The Patient Teacher 


Patience humility’s constant com- 
panion. There streamlined way 


knowledge; there are short cuts un- 
derstanding. Intelligence expressed 
good habits. Therefore has trained. 
teacher patient with pupil, the 
pupil will patient with himself, and will 
not let defeat enter into his life, even 
though the slowest the class. 
good teacher watches the development 
the pupil with the same patience 
watches the growth nature. For Christ 
Himself has said: “First the blade, then 
the ear, then the full grain the ear” 
(Mark 4:28). Teaching developing; 
like the sunray which unfolds the bud. 
And the sun God’s agent the de- 
velopment the crops, too the teacher 
God’s instrument the development 
minds. have planted, Apollos watered, 
but God has given the growth. then 
neither who plants anything, nor 
who waters, but God who gives the 
growth.”

Thus the pupil learns take responsibility 
for himself and comes understand that 
must face and solve every problem pre- 
sented him school life, and 
realize that this favoring one 
but himself. this way will the child 
grow realize that character man’s own 
achievement. the result one’s own 
endeavors. fruit personal effort. 


Man forms his character 
gathers and organizes knowledge, 
learns control his attention, 
establishes his habits, culti- 
vates his memory, develops his 
imagery, directs his interests 
and desires, controls his emo- 
tions, forms his judgments, 
reasons out his decisions. Charac- 
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ter fashioned every thought and 
every volitional act. Character forma- 
tion the important business life.’ 


The teacher filled with the patience 
Job will use blame and praise with the 
utmost prudence, that these helpful 
weapons education not become blunt. 
will always find time for related humor 
stimulant, and will approach child 
with youthful mind, knowing that real 
respect not established remoteness 
but through mutual understanding.

teacher will always avoid giving dis- 


couraging criticism and sarcasm, perceiving 
that the classroom gateway the 
land hope. 


The Just Teacher 


Patience the life teacher should 
give birth real sense justice, for 
justice gives him proper sense pro- 
portion. That which close hand may 
become too significant. How much wrong 
done through magnifying pupil’s ac- 
tions! Therefore just teacher removes 
himself mentally from his surroundings 
order not lose the untouched objective 
standpoint. Like Christ will always 
despise evil but show real charity toward 
the wrongdoer. avoids conclusions 
regard the pupil which are founded 
conjectures rather than facts. also 
careful with snap judgments, and never 
utters complaint that child has suddenly 
changed. truth nature does not jump 
grows, develops. child suddenly 
shows undersirable traits, gave them 
harbor long ago and they are often the 
result bad surroundings. There are 
actions which have not previously been 
thoughts and thoughts which have not 
been introduced from without. Therefore 
sudden discovery negative qualities 
child speaks more against association 
than against the child. How many neurotic 
cases among children could avoided 
those who are close them would, 
early stage, watch inspire with the 
proper example. 

Sometimes adults speak the crisis 
child passing through the period 
adolescence. This judgment also wrong 
and fits only when approaching child 
with moral indignity instead Christian 
understanding. The period adolescence 
natural for the child are his too 
long arms and too thin legs, which nobody 
would condemn. 

The adult should hesitate 
proving child for weaknesses lest find 
that his disapproval them rooted his 
own faults. Emotion not effective ap- 
proach child, and display superi- 
ority the part the teacher pushes the 
child back into the line defense where 
hate and lies are waiting help him re- 
gain some his lost prestige.

The teacher should made under- 
stand that veiled injustice also exists 
when teacher chooses the more intelligent 
pupil for desirable task which might 
have been done one less gifted. The 
former does not need encouragement 
the intellectual adventure; the latter 
needs additional incentive. child should 
given reason for resentment; might 
have become cornerstone, but was re- 
jected the builder. 

might well for the teacher bear 
mind that there might third kind 
injustice; injustice through fear re- 
sponsibility. just teacher courageous, 
stands for his decisions, never hides his 
own reasons behind rules, and never shifts 
his own judgment upon dead letters. Laws, 
regulations, and rules are the results in- 
sight and experience, and are necessary 
long human being has live with 
others. They are precious instruments 
education, and are made assist judg- 
ment, not replace it. Therefore, teacher 
should have the regulations his head 
and not his head steeped regulations. 
should walk upright. When there 
freedom judgment, there servility but 
service. That teacher who best serves 
the child, best serves the school. Rules, 
unless they are filled with life and blood, 
cannot cope with the multiple human var- 
iances, and they walk like skeletons among 
the living. child may not want more 
than justice, but will not accept less.

The Truthful Teacher 


There can genuine teaching with- 
out truthfulness. The teacher begins with 
himself and pours truth into the most 
insignificant happenings the day. There- 
fore should always give his thoughts 
adequate expression. Knowing that every 
sentence contains judgment, should 
avoid colorless attributes such “bad” 
“good” cover the whole scale 
negative positive ideas. What echoes 
truthful expression thoughts and feelings 
child can the teacher expect him- 
self not able reveal them truthfully 
and hides more than expresses. will 
also say more than his thoughts con- 
tain; will not threaten punishment 
which does not mean inflict. When- 
ever child bluffs lies, let the adult 
look first himself; child reflects un- 
spoken thoughts and suffers most from the 
struggles within adult. When child 
asks questions, let them answered truth- 
fully and tactfully under all circumstances. 
Curiosity has never been silenced with 
lie, but often made morbid. 

truthful teacher will not bestow 
child the behavior grownup. pruned 
tree French garden still tree, but 
child, curtailed his naturalness, 
longer child. 

There neither value nor truth 
making the pupils compete more than co- 
operate. True relationship based con- 
sideration. When will power developed, 
the child becomes strong 
Christian. The victor and the vanquished 
should exist only between man and things. 
truthful teacher does not wish make 
pupil believe that he, the teacher, 
without faults. child never loves 
person that which cannot understand. 


Confidence the Teacher 


When teacher possesses these virtues 
humility, patience, justice, and truthful- 
uncourted quality, confidence, 
enters the classroom like invisible guest 
and stays long the teacher and pupil 
remain together. Confidence cannot en- 
tirely grasped intellectually. mutual 
reflection attractive qualities between 
teacher and pupil, like invisible electric 
current which sometimes becomes visible 
like spark. When pupil wants speak 
private matters teacher has re- 
sponded the teacher’s confidence. this 
stage real teaching begins; here, teaching 
rises the level true education. Let 
there mistaking, one may have 
cellent book knowledge and even able 
share it, and yet poor teacher. 

The measure good teaching the 
number pupils whom the teacher 
more than just teacher. The desire 
learn inherent child; otherwise 
would never have learned walk speak. 
But the emotional side child also 
present and must taken into considera- 
tion. There are interests motivations 
without instincts; all school wisdom 
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sterile, like gold cave, when its aim 
does not include the improvement the 
character the child. Fear condenses in- 
stincts into the negative; confidence shapes 
them into the good. Let teacher careful 
not hasten the confidence pupil, but 
wait patiently until ready give it. 
Only through trust will child eventually 
develop inner freedom which will disen- 
gage him from being busy with himself. 


Love and Understanding 


teacher cannot force child love 
him, but can create the conditions for it. 
ideal teacher, for child cannot learn from 
him how acquire the love others, how 
make friends, and how become 
respectful citizen. Nothing more harmful 
child’s confidence than teacher who, 
instead being guide and friend, be- 
comes watchman. Spying only increases 
unpleasant manifestation child. Let 
remembered that teacher cannot 
awaken higher interests compensation 


Minimum Background 
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for these manifestations, his criticism re- 
mains negative. Under such conditions, 
wiser ignore than judge. 

bestowing upon child vitality, na- 
ture has created its loveliest exhibition. 
The teacher should encourage rather than 
suppress the vital thoughts pupil. But 
encouraging vital thought the teacher 
should have care direct those thoughts 
ultimately the norm Eternal Truth. 
child’s thoughts, because they are simple 
and result from immediae motives, are 
precious revelations the educator. Let 
with child, since can learn much 
from child. One’s being old not vir- 
tue, experience. Let adult never 
look down upon child, for such the 
kingdom heaven: child being like 
the teacher and governed and loved 
the same Lord and Master. 

art rather than profession pre- 
pare the child able discern between 
good and bad, that may fit 


choose for himself any situation 
which may confronted. Life consists 
choosing; live well choose well. 
Unhappiness comes too often through 
wrong choice. 

Principles good teaching are the foun- 
dations education for every child. The 
methods teaching must adapted 
the problems the individual. The method 
compass which shows where the pupil 
is. The principles— humility, patience, 
justice, and truthfulness radiate imper- 
sonal love, the only fixed point which 
the educator can stand order move 
the youth. They are clear-cut footprints 
the sands time that lead the Eternal 
Home Him who the Way, the Truth, 
the Life.

Standards for Religious Teachers

non-Catholic surroundings which the 
young folk are exposed many objections 
against the faith, whether there con- 
siderable amount time allotted re- 
ligious instruction only brief time into 
which all the essentials the Catholic re- 
ligion must crowded some way. 
Hence, must confine our discussion 
general principles, with the hope that these 
can easily applied concrete circum- 
stances and will thus serve solve the 
many problems that can arise connection 
with the background doctrine and 
methods expected the teacher religion. 


DOCTRINAL KNOWLEDGE 
REQUIRED THE 
TEACHER 


The first principle respect the 
knowledge Christian doctrine that the 
teacher religion should possess this: 
The teacher must know more than she aims 
communicate her pupils. other 
words, one can hope impart even the 
fundamental teachings the Catholic 
Church group children unless she 
herself possesses thorough knowledge 
the truths she seeks explain. This prin- 
ciple holds even the case children 


the first grade the catechism class. 
own memory goes back the days 
youth, when the teachers our Sunday 
school were devout men and women the 
parish who volunteered assist the pastor 
his task instructing the young. Most 
these teachers considered that they were 
doing all that was required them they 
heard each child recite from memory the 
assigned lesson. There was little at- 
tempt explain the meaning the an- 
swers which recited, with more less 
facility, word for word. The knowledge 
which these good, simple people possessed 
the doctrinal content the Catechism 
was probably greater than that the 
pupils. 

Now, while the zeal and the good will 
those teachers past generation were 
most praiseworthy, cannot said that 
they really Christian doctrine the 
children. Fortunately, with the passing 
the years, because the advance gen- 
eral education our land, and particularly 
because the noteworthy progress the 
efficiency the teachers religion the 
Confraternity Christian Doctrine, the 
situation which have described has been 
greatly improved. Yet, undoubtedly

greater improvement possible and de- 
sirable. deeper knowledge the content 
religious truths should urged all 
persons, whether religious lay, who 
aspire teach Christian doctrine. Let 
mention briefly four ways which this 
improvement can sought: 

First, the teacher should strive acquire 
scientific knowledge the Catholic re- 
ligion. hope that this statement will not 
sound too formidable, meant that 
everyone who essays teach the Cate- 
chism must have profound knowledge 
the truths faith expected the 
trained theologian. What mean that 
the teacher religion, even though her 
pupils are only the first grade, should 
able present the doctrines the Cath- 
olic faith logical, reasonable, and con- 
vincing manner. She should not content 
with merely proposing the content the 
Creed, and when questioned the 
meaning the articles give reply that 
nothing more than repetition the brief 
formulas found the Creed itself. Some 
manner explanation that will make even 
the sublime mysteries the faith easier 
grasp should attempted, that even 
the youngest pupils will perceive that faith 
not opposed reason. Furthermore, the 
teacher should equipped with simple 
form argumentation that will demon- 
strate the reasonableness accepting the 
claims the Catholic Church the 
authorized exponent God’s message 
mankind. 

Second, the teacher religion should 
prepared explain the fundamental moral 
doctrines accepted the Catholic Church. 
our catechetical textbooks there 
notable distinction between the treatment 
basic dogmatic truths and the treatment 
basic moral truths. Considerable atten- 
tion given the former, speculative 
doctrines, such the existence and the 
nature God, the divinity Christ, the 
foundation the Church, the authority 
and infallibility the Pope; whereas not 
sufficient emphasis placed very 
important doctrines the practical order 
the existence the natural law, the 
nature and formation conscience, the 
freedom the will, the influence igno- 
rance and emotion human liberty, etc. 
Now, view the widespread rejection 
even the primary principles morality 
the present time, the teacher religion 
should able expound such principles 
her class always, course, propor- 
tion the age and the intelligence 
those whom she instructing. 

Third, familiarity with the particular 
needs the times one the essential 
qualifications good teacher religion. 
The teacher public well Catholic 
high school pupils must able explain 
Catholic doctrine with reference current 
problems, the subjects about which people 
are talking, and especially the objections 
that are being brought against the 
Church and her teachings. For example,

Similarly, she should 
able treat intelligently such problems 
mercy killing, divorce, the participation 
Catholics non-Catholic religious serv- 
ices, the ethics warfare, and present 
the Catholic stand these questions. 

Fourth, the teacher religion should 
provided with sufficient supply ex- 
amples, anecdotes, and analogies make 
her instructions interesting and facilitate 
the understanding the doctrines she ex- 
pounds. However, she must not forget that 
these pedagogical helps are only accessories, 
otherwise she liable devote much 
time and emphasis these secondary fac- 
tors that the primary factor, the doctrine 
that being taught, will submerged 
and will not make sufficient impression 
the minds the pupils. 


THE TEACHER 


what extent should the teacher 
religion familiar with pedagogical meth- 
ods order fulfill her task efficiently? 
may happen that she professional 
teacher who has had the advantage 
formal course pedagogy. However, even 
though she has not had this advantage, 
she still may very successful teacher 
religion she applies her work few 
basic norms good teaching, with par- 
ticular reference religious teaching. 
suggest the following three points: 
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First, the good catechist should able 
make the proper applications the 
lessons she teaches the actual needs 
her pupils such way that both the 
general principle and the particular appli- 
cation will perceived and accepted. 
this matter two extremes must 
the one hand, her presentation the 
truths Christian perfection must not 
idealistic that they will seem have 
bearing the lives the children whom 
she instructing. For example, teacher 
would fail this respect if, while proposing 
St. Aloysius the model youth, she 
overemphasized his extraordinary penances 
and habits prayer, leaving the children 
with the impression that these practices 
themselves, rather than the spirit which 
motivated them, are expected those who 
would strive for holiness. 

the other hand, she must careful 
lest she fail point out sufficiently the 
supernatural principles that constitute the 
foundation Christian perfection. Thus, 
she might describe the work the foreign 
missions glamorously that the pupils 
would look thrilling adventure, 
rather than manifestation sublime 
degree Christian charity the soul 
man woman. word, the efficient 
teacher religion must able select 
from the lives the great heroes the 
faith deeds that are within the range 
the youth today while making clear 
that they are imitated, not because 
they are naturally attractive, but because 
they are the fruits the life super- 
natural grace. 

Second, the ability propose questions 
properly very necessary for good 
catechist. The essential requirements 
good pedagogical question are brevity and 
clarity. The question must free from 
unnecessary verbiage; must expressed 
such manner that the average child 
will know once just what being asked. 
Generally speaking, question which calls 
for explanatory answer preferable 
one which calls for merely categorical 
answer. Thus, compare the question: 
property?” with the question: sin 
injustice damage people’s property?” 
shall see that the former the better 
type question, that calls for the 
answer: sin injustice,” whereas the 
latter answered the laconic, “Yes.” 
disjunctive question likely confuse 
younger child. The teacher who asks 
pupil the lower grades: “Is extreme 
unction sacrament the dead 
sacrament the living?” runs the risk 
hearing the answer: “Yes.” 

seems hardly necessary say that 
questions personal nature based 
what the teacher believes actualized 
the home the pupils should never 
employed. teacher, anxious convey 
the lesson that attendance Mass 
required feature Catholic life, asks one 
her pupils: “What does your father 
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always Sunday she may 
receive the answer: stays bed.” 
Third, and finally, the successful cate- 
chist must imbued with divine charity. 
This may seem like platitude; yet, 
important for anyone who undertakes 
the work catechetical instruction that 
must mentioned whenever discuss 
the requirements teacher religion. 
The teacher must not merely kindly 
and patient dealing with the pupils, for 
that basic rule pedagogy, even 
the natural order. addition, the dominant 
motive her work must ardent su-

gifted with high degree pedagogical 
ability will come regard the imparting 
religious truth the minds her pupils 
the ultimate objective her endeavors. 

The intellectual 
grasp the truths faith, important 
though is, should regarded means 
further end, the attainment eternal 
salvation. The proper orientation the 
youth under her care, their growth 
Christian perfection and loyalty the 
Church, and eventually the salvation

Universal Language 

possible, even for children, gain 
general and sufficient information all 
those fundamentals which contribute 
the enjoyment the grace and beauty 
real music. Observation shows that there 
universal reaction among all people 
the same elements beauty which are 
rhythm, melody, harmony, form, and mood. 

Develop the rhythmical feeling chil- 
dren and you will equipping them with 
another element required cultivate good 
taste music. The best way lay 
foundation for the study musical 
rhythms through games, dances, and 
forms physical activity. Play record 
Sir Edward Elgar’s Pomp and Circum- 
stance, the Blue Danube Waltz Strauss, 
any other instrumental piece and invite 
the pupils yield the rhythmic sug- 
gestion the music and live its spirit 
motion. They will move 
sympathy with the music. Singing games 
such as, “London Bridge” and “Here 
’Round the Mulberry Bush” offer ex- 
cellent rhythmic practice.

Counting, 
tapping, clapping the rhythm songs 
also effective.

Two Kinds Broadcasting 


Many factors must considered when 
selecting the type radio installation best 
suited your particular requirements. Two 
types transmission are available. Amplitude 
modulated broadcasting AM, com- 
monly called, the type that has been 
general use since the early twenties. Frequency 
modulation (FM) comparatively new and 
has been general use for only about ten 
comparatively large listening area “cover- 
several hundred miles some instances. 
range. The distance over which satisfactory 


signals can received largely depend- 
ent upon the height the antenna and the 
topography the area surrounding the 
mitter. 

most areas, educational institutions will 
find extremely difficult, not impossible, 
These stations operate the frequency 
range 500 1600 kc. This band frequencies 
extremely crowded and available frequencies 
are much sought commercial interests. The 
Federal Communications Commission regulates 
frequency assignments that one station does 
not interfere with another. Even fre- 
quency available, the mere filing ap- 
plication costly because the legal work 
involved, and time lapse year between 
application and granting permit not un- 
usual. Equipment and legal and engineering 
services required for the lowest powered 
station (100 watts) would cost fifteen thousand 
dollars more. addition, for this type 
station would necessary hire two 
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more full-time operators holding first class 
radio telephone licenses. However, the 
credit side the ledger, the important fact 
that practically every home has one more 
receivers capable receiving broadcasts 
the 550 1600 frequency range. The 
potential number listeners can counted 
thousands, hundreds thousands, even 
million, depending upon the location. 

the other hand, easier break into 
educational broadcasting, because band 
frequencies has been set aside for this very 
purpose. The cost equipment much lower 
and operating costs negligible. This type 
broadcasting does have the disadvantage 
that the number listeners somewhat lim- 
ited because not all homes are equipped with 
receiver capable receiving broadcasts 
the frequency range mc. Only re- 
ceivers purchased since the end World 
War are capable receiving broadcasts 
this range. spite this disadvantage, con- 
sidering the availability frequencies, lower 
initial cost, and lower operating costs, the low 
power station will most cases the 
answer the problem.

seems logical begin with ten-watt 
station and expand the facilities and in- 
crease power time and experience prove the 
education. Manufacturers have designed their 
equipment with this expansion mind. 

The rules applicable broadcasters edu- 
cational broadcasting are much less rigid 
than those governing broadcasters operating 
frequencies outside this band fre- 
quencies. For example, person holding 
third class radio telephone operator’s license 
permitted operate the transmitter. Reg- 
ular broadcasting other frequencies requires 
the attendance operator holding first 
second class operator’s license. Broadcasters 
other frequencies are required the 
air during certain hours the day and night. 
Educational broadcasters the mc. 
range with ten watts less power may set 
their own hours operation and need not 
follow regular schedule. 


Third Class Operators 


For the ten-watt station, the Federal 
Communications Commission requires that 
person holding third class telephone license 
attendance the transmitter whenever 
the station the air. Interested students 
faculty members can obtain these permits 
taking examination covering rules govern- 
ing broadcasting. The examination not 
all difficult. Taxicab drivers driving cabs using 
radio dispatching are required hold third 
class operators permits. required that 
person holding first class radio telephone 
license available for adjustment and main- 
tenance the transmitter. Being “available” 
consists only having agreement with the 
station sponsors that when adjustment 
maintenance required can called. 
will usually possible reach such agree- 
ment with some engineer interested the 
project.

The third class operator permitted 
turn the equipment and off, adjust the 
audio level, change audio input connections 
(microphone turntable, etc.), replace blown 
fuses and monitor the output the trans- 
mitter.

Kind Equipment 


The type equipment installed governed 
the FCC permit obtained and the capital 
available for purchase the transmitting 
facilities. Several radio manufacturers have 
realized the need for low-power trans- 
mitter for this type service and have de- 
signed ten-watt transmitters. minimum 
twenty-five hundred dollars should avail- 
able for the venture into educational broad- 
casting. 

The studio and control room may 
converted classroom any room large enough 
house control-room equipment and leave 
enough space for programming. This low-power 
transmitting equipment usually designed 
installed the control room. not 
necessary provide separate room build- 
ing for the transmitter. The power require- 
ments are such (300 500 watts) that the 
usual 115-volt wall outlet will adequate.

phones the transmitter and the transmission 
line required couple the output the 
transmitter the antenna. The complexity 
the microphone connections depends upon 
the number studios that are used 
and the physical location these studios with 
respect the control room. audio cable 
will required from each microphone the 
transmitter. Most the ten-watt transmitters 
are designed handle more than two 
microphones time. 

The output the transmitter must con- 
nected the antenna with special trans- 
mission line. The antenna should mounted 
the highest point available for maximum 
coverage the surrounding territory. 
typical antenna open metal ring, approxi- 
mately foot diameter, mounted 
metal mast. The mast, turn, designed 
mount the top the building housing the 
transmitter and studios. these frequencies 
the height the antenna particularly im- 
portant the signals have range which 
primarily governed line-of-sight, the 
distance from the antenna the horizon. 


Construction Permit

The Christopher movement demon- 
strating various ways what single in- 
dividual can for God and country and 
man, has the will—the good will. 
Mrs. William Cleary in, Stamford, 
Conn., thought that she ought doing 
something Christopher—a Christ- 
bearer.

The Textbook and the Teacher 


The textbook has been and great 
instrument education the public and 
private schools the United States. When 
most the teachers American schools 
were untrained, half trained, trained 
serve warmed-over pedagogical pancakes 
worked out the normal schools, the text- 
book rendered very great service; was 
the only organized curriculum and its in- 
formation was often more accurate and 
more complete than the teacher’s knowl- 
edge. was natural that the preoccupation 
the school should the principal oc- 
cupation the school. This has remained 
the principal occupation schools the 
elementary, the secondary, and even 
the college level. Teachers have been 
dependent textbooks the pupil. 
mass education includes more and more 
pupils who will need more and more teach- 
ers, the textbooks will become more and 
more important. The great mass teachers 
for the extension mass education will 
need the great assistance which good text- 
book can give wise use. may said 
order avoid possible misunderstand- 
ing that there permanent need mass 
education for textbooks; and there will 
need all teacher-training institutions 
teach the constructive use textbooks. 
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The criticism textbooks elementary 
and secondary schools directed not 
much against the textbooks themselves 
against their incompetent unwise use. 
the contemporary education situation 
elementary and secondary schools the text- 
book not only necessary; essential,

Public Criticism Schools 


One the most unfortunate aspects 
the contemporary criticism the public 
schools the defense mechanism set 
protect the schools from amy criticism. The 
surest safeguard toward keeping public 
institutions rendering public service, and 
not permitting public officials forget that 
they are public servants public comment, 
including criticism. institution 
self-righteous not able profit 
public criticism. criticism, however 
unjust, fails give public servants the 
opportunity inform the public, and thus 
strengthen public support their serv- 
ice. All public institutions need support- 
ing public opinion, and the stifling 
criticism almost certainly means, little 
later, explosion.

The situation the Catholic schools 
the reverse. Unfortunately there not 
enough comment criticism Catholic 
school the university. doubt this 
tied with reverence for members 
religious communities who operate most 
the Catholic schools. They should the 
first invite comment, suggestions, and 
criticism. They should welcome the person 
who brings them sincere criticism. They 
should deal objectively with the criticism, 
gladly acknowledging error misunder- 
standing inefficiency or, the other 
hand, explaining the basic educational, 
social, economic reasons back the 
practice. With such attitude all will 
profit and Catholic schools will better. 

Those acquainted with the actual situa- 
tion know that here practical means 
improving Catholic education many 
ways. order function smoothly and 
efficiently, Catholic schools need public in- 
terest, and public interest should en- 
couraged, and public opinion should 
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The School Library: History

school library movement, being 

part the library movement general, 
has its antecedents, one might say, all times 
and throughout the universe. The history 
libraries takes back almost far does 
the history peoples. know that the 
school library not solely possession the 
American school system. The institution 
well established other countries throughout 
the world and has, perhaps, attained higher 
degree efficiency than our country; but, 
for obvious, practical reasons, shall confine 
ourselves the school library the Amer- 
ican system education. 

Although before 1900 very little was done 
for school libraries, the movement actually 
started much earlier. According Cecil and 
Governor Witt Clinton New 
York, message the state legislature, 
1827, recommended the formation 
better school system and the establishment 
school library means this end. was 
not until 1835 that tax was levied begin 
school library with the vote $10 each 
succeeding year for its increase. 


Beginnings 

1838, Governor George Marcy recom- 
mended the appropriation share the 
Deposit Fund for this purpose. The New 
York state legislature passed act respecting 
school district libraries April 15, 1838. 
this fund $55,000 was set aside for 
three years applied district school 
libraries, with provision that towns also 
required raise sum for the same purpose. 
General John Dix, secretary state, and 
charged with the execution the law. did 
well that his successor, 1841, reported 
volumes school libraries. 1842, 
the number volumes district school li- 
braries increased 620,125. 

1843, authority was granted the school 
district use the library fund purchase 
apparatus and, later on, pay teachers’ sal- 
aries provided that each district having more 
than children between the ages and 
years should have library least 
125 volumes. 1853, the school libraries con- 
tained 1,604,210 volumes when period 
decline set in. 

Books disappeared alarming rate. Even 
though $55,000 had been appropriated each 
year for purchase, 1874 the number 
volumes had dwindled 831,554. This was 
the state affairs spite the fact that, 
since 1838, the total amount appropriated for

library usage was $2,035,100. The superin- 
tendent then recommended that the law 
repealed since the money was obviously being 
used too freely pay teachers’ salaries. 

Massachusetts was the second state take 
the movement, 1837, when Horace 
Mann became the first secretary the first 
board education the United States; 
namely, the State Board Education Mas- 
sachusetts. law was enacted allowing school 
districts raise and spend $30 for one year, 
and $10 each succeeding year begin and 
support school library. The legislature was, 
doubtless, influenced the act the state 
New York 1835. Massachusetts, the 
movement grew slowly; but, when Horace 
Mann left the secretaryship the state board 
education 1849, the school library was 
definite part the Massachusetts school 
system. 

Michigan was the third state legislate 
appropriations for school libraries. 1876 
states had passed such laws. 

was this year that witnessed three events 
which greatly stimulated the school library 
movement. These events were: first, the pub- 
lication the United States Bureau Edu- 
cation, Public Libraries the United States 
America, Their History, Condition, and 
Management: Special Report, Part Washing- 
ton, Government Printing Office, 1876; second, 
the founding the American Library Associa- 
tion Melvil Dewey; and third, the publica- 
tion the first issue the Library Journal. 

Two events the educational field this 
time likewise contributed the growth 
schoc! libraries. One these was the Herbart- 
ian Movement which was stressed the aim 
developing many-sided interests and teach- 
ing character through historical and literary 
stories. The other was the rise public school 
and public library co-operation. This was 
fostered Charles Francis Adams, Jr., chair- 
man the school committee, and president 
the town library board Quincy, Mass. 
bridged the gap between the library and the 
school calling meeting teachers and 
librarians, and reading them paper had 
prepared which showed how both insti- 
tutions could made more efficient pool- 
ing their resources. secured the library 
loan books the school. This helped the 
library help the public establishing super- 
vision young people’s reading.

Reading the Content Subjects

EADING tool. has subject 
matter its own. But tool 
use unless know how use it. 

Reading ability really determines success 
failure our schoolwork. true that 
reading not the only method study but 
the method most frequently used. This 
fact makes obligatory the part the 
teacher not only teach the child how 
read but teach the child how read 
learn. 

Each content field has challenging reading 
problems vocabulary, concepts, and 
ways organizing and presenting ideas. 
not easy task for the child translate 
into meaning the language arithmetic, so- 
cial studies, science, and literature; dis- 
cern the purpose each author, his use 
words and style writing, grasp what 
implied but not stated, and judge the value 
ideas presented. 


All Teach Reading 


teaching the content 
subjects can improve the child’s reading abil- 
ity, widen the scope his reading tastes, 
develop his interest reading other fields, 
and help him acquire aggressive attitude 
toward the process reading. Every teacher 
reading teacher widely accepted 
slogan. 

Good reading the content fields the 
responsibility the teacher that field. 
That teacher must discover the difficulties and 
improve the reading techniques the pupils. 

The reading material the intermediate 
grades the development the content 
subjects certainly presents reading problems. 

There are many reasons which give rise 
this slowing the reading process, es- 
pecially the content fields. Much the 
done pupils this level has 
been narrative, interesting, and quite easily 
read. Through skillful teaching the child has 
developed vocabulary and concept which 
coincide with his reading material.

The development vocabulary should 
lead understanding the concepts 
the contexts which they are met.

Pictures: Some concepts, particularly 
those objects and activities can de- 
veloped supervised illustrations books, 
film strips, lantern slides, stereographs, and 
silent lantern slides. 

Direct observation: One the most 
fruitful ways developing concepts 
observation the object, activity, condi- 
tion met the context. Often direct observa- 
tion would require excursions places where 
the objects, activities, conditions are 
observed. The pupil should 
gently and take part subsequent discussions. 

Personal participation. Probably the most 
effective means helping the pupil con- 
struct concepts activities and objects in- 
herent them make possible for him 
engage those activities himself. Experi- 
ments science definitely clarify many erro- 
neous concepts pupil’s thought and judg- 
ments. 

Since word group words may used 
with one another several different mean- 
ings, you must have the different concepts for 
which the word stands and you must able 
use the context order decide which 
meaning intended.

HERE need for the elementary 

teacher make the children love litera- 
ture. All she must prevent remove 
the obstacles which often make burden 
what should sheer enjoyment. 

The first year our Archdiocesan program 
called for literary readers the seventh and 
eighth grades, like most confreres, 
steeled myself for the grueling task cov- 
ering, simply covering, the material one 
more formidably sized textbook. But not for 
long. Having been all life better speak- 
ing terms with Ali Baba and Hamlet than with 
ratios and logarithms, not too much virtue was 
required reconcile the fact that, 
obedience, would have make pleasure 
necessity. 

“Let’s right,” thought, “let’s become 
real friends with literature.” off went 
the directress education, returning armed 
with all the approbation wanted for con- 
ducting own course literature own 
way. 

most enthusiastic manner, all the ham 
acting the world, however, couldn’t con- 
vince the class that this new book which 
they were being introduced would de- 
sirable acquaintance. “Just another reader,” 
they opined, there’ll exercises and 

Then played trump card. “No,” 
said, make bargain with you. home- 
work, tests, examinations, grades 
your report. Just one thing ask you.” 

Eyebrows rose skeptically, then lowered 
slowly, and approving smiles appeared 
named the sole condition, “Just it, chil- 
dren, simply love it.”

Have classroom li- 
brary full books, Catholic and otherwise, 
classic and popular. want some, 
course, below-grade-level encourage the 
poorer students but (and this just im- 
portant), we’ll want some more advanced ones 
make the better ones “reach.” Donations 
and loans books, purchases with fees, bor- 
rowings from the public library all help 
give valuable assortment. 

But let read, read the children, read 
them all kinds books: light, funny ones like 
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The Good Bad Boy; grade level ones like 
those Father Finn; adult ones like 
Man Who Got Even With God, and Dark Sym. 
phony. Read classics like Swiss Family Robin. 
son and Tom Sawyer and read popular books 
like The Little Colonel stories. Read Catholic 
stories like Little Queen and other lives the 
saints. Read Penrod and Alice Wonderland. 
“But when?” you say. “When can it?

Finding Time 

Well, yes, believe arithmetic and 
even believe have quite serious duty 
teach specified number minutes each 
day. But you do—not exactly bribe the 
children but offer them rewards, don’t you? 
How about five minutes after recess and 
dinner conduct route the classroom 
has approximated that civilized beings? 
How about days extra treats celebra- 
don’t know what the art 
teacher will think tried something 
else. After explaining, demonstrating the 
best ability, and assigning the lesson 
for the day, spent the rest the period 
reading, while the children, bent over their 
work and, perfectly quiet, finished their draw- 
ings. Frankly, have always felt that non- 
interference, encouragement, and the provid- 
ing opportunities for expression, are the 
most valuable aids could give matters 
artistic anyway. Perhaps lack artistic dis- 
crimination could account for this judgment 
but think that such method often has 
provided with lovelier designs than re- 
ceived other times; and occasionally 
received very clever illustrations the story 
under consideration, really good drawings 
Tom Sawyer The Little Colonel, for 
example. 

Full length books, like magazine articles, 
can used part and advantage during 
other grammar, creative writing, 
and, most important all, religion. the 
language book quotes The Yearling 
example writing which appeals the senses, 
can’t take description from Dickens and 
put across little better? are 
teaching the punctuational mechanics con- 
versation, interest would run high, 
analyzed with the children lively dialogue 
from Little Men. When are speaking 
ambition and jealousy, could hardly 
better than tell during our catechism lesson, 
the stirring language pupils love, the story 
Macbeth. 

All these purposes can accomplished 
further (and the method facilitating, not 
taking time from, the other subjects) 
means Catholic periodical literature well 
judicious selection secular papers 
and magazines. Current publications are often 
the best sense the word, literature, and 
upper grade children are not too young 
profit much that they have offer. Besides 
literary appreciation, want begin early 
make modest attempt forming the habit 
intelligent Catholic reading, and want 
help the children learn few fundamentals 
about discrimination secular reading.

Shakespeare (have Lamb’s Tales handy), the 
Arthurian romances, and can tell about 
parts the spiritual book are reading, the 
article read America, that anecdote 
digested book came across The Catholic 
Digest. 

And all the time, shall saying such 
things as, wasn’t that clever and 
different way say that?” “Didn’t you ever 
feel just that way yourself?” “Isn’t that just 
the way boy girl feels?”

“But,” the teacher will probably say, 
myself haven’t time read. can’t find time 
stock own mind with the information 
which would make capable being 
enthusiastic propagandist for literature, classic 
current.” 

Even you aren’t English major, 
you, whenever you can avoid seeking 
required credits, include literature class oc- 
casionally your summer Saturday work? 
Couldn’t you just glance over your diocesan 
paper and the other Catholic 
periodicals, just see what’s being written? 
Chances are you will tempted (Do 
really mean that?) into reading more than 
one good selection and don’t believe you 
will need scruple much about neglecting 
class preparation. Maybe, becoming ac- 
quainted with the great minds antiquity 
and Christendom, you are doing something 
your basic attitudes and principles 
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bring far more profit your pupils than 
pigeonholed lineup the next day’s lessons. 
Maybe you are better prepared you march 
into class figuratively flanked those who 
represent the best intellectual and moral 
perfection. 

But why, why all this trouble? 
have already indicated that practical thinking 
and help maturer judgments almost cer- 
tain follow such practices have ad- 
vocated. have shown that the child 
hardly likely drop, later on, acquaintance 
with literature has found stirring 
first meeting. have seen right along that 
his moral sense, his will, bound profit 
from association with the characters litera- 
ture, good bad, whom will learn judge 
corréct standards. Moral lessons will come 
him with force and appeal few other 
things besides good writing possess. His own 
writing will improved, your teaching 
number subjects made easier. 


There remain only few more advantages 
mention this point. The spirit comrade- 
ship which comes with shared experiences gives 
the teacher hold the pupil’s confidence 
and earns his friendship. boy who learns 
that his teacher discusses literary problems 
with him quite grown-up way (although 
frankly telling him when something beyond 
his depth) appreciates her respect for his in- 
telligence. may disagree with her the 
nobility the characters involved The 
Miracle Carville The Snake Pit, but 
much more likely trust her opinion when 
she speaks him the nobility certain 
issues affecting him personally. Maybe shared 
laughter about Paul Bunyan can more 
wear away friction than long lectures. Per- 
haps correction won’t sting quite much 
lazy culprit laughingly (but not sar- 
castically) addressed Rip.

want repeat here that have inten- 
tion all depreciating the value prac- 
tical knowledge.

Advantages the Daily

For the past few years have been using 
form testing with high school freshman 
English class that has proved most 
helpful both for and for the students. 
give short test, sometimes reproduced 
sometimes dictated put the board, 
the beginning every class period without 
fail. 

Let point out some the advantages 
this system that other teachers may see 
some the reasons for adopting such 
seemingly extra amount work! 

First all, each student the class comes 
prepared work. Even before class begins, 
getting paper out, ruler ready, pencil 
handy (which the way knows must 
sharpened! for tolerate running the 
pencil sharpener after the bell has rung, and 
require two pencils each desk). other 
words, the restless boy (especially around the 
later part the school year, and before all 
vacations, and Mondays!) has definitely 
settled down. This small accomplish- 
ment! many teachers waste good part 
the class time waiting for the general hum 
and moving around settle down; with 
system never have had this difficulty, for 
the first sound the bell, each hand holds 
pencil ready write the answer the 
first question, spell the first word, 
diagram the first sentence. vary the ques- 
tions each day for this very reason: keep 
the class guessing what will come first this 
time! So, the advantage order, perfect 
order from the outstart has been accom- 
plished. Businesslike attitudes from the first 
moment are most important with young wan- 
dering minds and squirming young bodies. 

Advantage number two: Homework has 
always been problem for every teacher; 
when can graded? how sure can 
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that wasn’t all copied the general coke 
counter nearby? The daily test, usually over 
exactly what the homework concerned, will 
answer these questions for you; check over 
the daily test: and behold: see 
once who did homework carefully, and who 
copied it. The daily quiz, short and the 
point, much easier grade than all the 
homework papers. The daily quiz will almost 
force the youngsters the homework more 
carefully, for they know that they will 
required write for class every day. 
the problem not grading the homework and 
thus causing done poorly well, this 
happen you check the homework 
see all the papers are in, and occasionally 
put grade and hand back. The quiz 
which you give will far more accurate 
norm how well the class studied the mat- 
ter assigned the previous day. 

daily quiz excellent means telling 
the teacher what needs repeat, 
skip the next review: and this very 
important advantage number three for 
busy teacher. will learn how well his 
matter going across, and will learn this 
carefully through the daily check. will 
able help poorer students privately 
having the tests hand check over them 
with the slower students. 

For super means helping both the 
class and the teacher this business 
order, time, and accuracy, recommend the 
daily quiz, prepared carefully for five seven 
minutes the beginning each class. Bring 
order your class very simple and 
effective method. While test progress, 
teacher can learn handle many the 
mechanical things that have done the 
room; for instance, checking absentees, ven- 
tilation, heating, preparing books wants 
use, even putting few things the 
board.

The reading material the parents 
was. most cases, limited farm journals 
and weekly paper published near-by 
town. The cultural background the chil- 
dren was therefore somewhat limited. They 
could see very little reason for going 
schoo! but accepted necessary evil, and 
nothing that Sister did roused them more 
than temporary enthusiasm. The Friday 
afternoon art period seemed one excep- 
tion however. They enjoyed it, looked forward 
and were keenly disappointed when any- 
thing deprived them it. When Sister 
realized this, she decided make this period 
fruitful possible. Since she had prac- 
tically talent for drawing, this posed some- 
thing problem which only prayer and 
perseverance solved for her. 


The Vine and Branches 

The period which struck all-time high 
for apathetic inattention was the religion 
period, seemed that might pos- 
sible make more attractive correlating 
with the art period. The doctrine under 
consideration when the experiment began was 
that the Mystical Body. The children were 
familiar with such terms “Vine and Branch- 
and “Head and Members” but could 
not seem grasp their meaning relation 
themselves. Because they lived close 
growing things was decided make 
poster symbolizing the Vine and Its Branches. 
suitable design was found catalogue 
religious articles and way using 
worked out. 

The first step was review the doctrine 
Friday morning. Then sample poster 
was shown. was colorful and the children 
liked it. The Greek letter symbol with the 
modified into Latin cross was blue 
and yellow; this represented Christ. Branching 
out from the Cross were sprays green grape 
leaves and clusters grapes. Sister explained 
that the Cross was Christ, the Vine, while the 
grape leaves, fruit, and branches represented 
the children and all members the Church.

The next week they made blue and red 
cross from which flowed seven purple streams.

From the very beginning the experiment 
there was increased alertness during re- 
ligion period, for the pupils were anxious 
see how they could put what they learned into 
poster. The Mass was studied about Thanks- 
giving time and although 
posters turkeys and Pilgrims were made, 
the children asked for extra time which 
make Mass poster, because the Mass was 
the “best way say Thank You God” 

Every sacrament was discussed with view 
making symbolic picture it. The vari- 
ous liturgical seasons took new signifi- 


cance for the children. Advent meant clouds 
dropping moisture onto parched earth, 
while rising Sun peeped over the horizon, 
through the clouds. Christmas poster 
was made showing the risen Sun resting 
manger, while above red and yellow 
Christ symbol glowed. Needless say, the 
Sun was orange. 


The Ark and the Church 


Perhaps the poster they most enjoyed mak- 
ing was one showing the Ark perched high 
and dry Mt. Ararat. rainbow spanned 
the sky and dove with branch its 
mouth flew toward the Ark. Below the rocky 
top the mountain dark waters rose 
waves toward the Ark. Before they started 
draw it, Sister asked the children what 
they thought the picture meant. They all 
knew the story the Flood, but she was 
anxious see the picture held any 
symbolic meaning for them. her surprise 
did. The fifth grade consulted together 
and decided that the Ark was the Church, 
while the dark waters below were their sins, 
from which the Church alone could save them.

For interior room all that necessary 
give effect are lines designate the extent 
floor, and corners the wall, window, 
and doorway. Black lines yellow flannel 
are attractive. For temple scene use white 
flannel and add the pillers and steps. These 
pieces flannel need not fastened together 
the board because just light pressing 
with the fingers will cause the flannel 
adhere the flannelboard.

The Education Act 1944 (the Butler Act) 
offers three solutions the 
(a) Those for which negotiations had commenced 
under the 1936 Act may obtain per cent 
assistance; these are called Special Agreement 
Schools. (b) Those which can get half the cost 
bringing them the required standing 
will allowed continue before; these are 
called Aided Schools. (c) the Churches could 
not find this money, then the local education 
authority would take over control the school 
and allow denominational instruction only twice 
weck. Some the teachers could the 
denomination owning the school; these are called 
Controlled Schools. 

While the law provides some benefits the 
religious schools, the Catholics England and 
Wales are faced with the necessity raising 
what for them staggering amount money 
meet present standards required make their 
schools legal.
